WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.~—President 
Cleveland did not leave Washington last 
night, and thus loses his last chance to 
register, as the books closed to-day.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 17.~The 
highbinders of the Chinese colony in this 
city are waiting for a declination of police 
vigilance to inaugurate a reign of terror. 
The Chinatown police squad has been so 
largely increased of late that the high- 
binders are afraid to take any openly’ con- 
certed action, but many murderous plans 
are said to be on foot as a result of the 
éfforts of Fung Yung Hang, the Chinese 
Consul, to break up the See Yups, reputed 
to be the most lawless and desperate of 
the highbinders. The president and vice- 
presidents of the four companies, compris- 
ing the See Yups Society, are reported to 
be hiding, having learned that their death 
warrants have been signed by the high- 
binders of their society, and that assassins 
have been assigned to the work of killing 
the officers.

"STIRRING TIMES ON ‘CHANGE. 


Caused by Foreign Advices and Par- 
ticipated in by Corn 
and Oats. 


OHICAGO, Ill, Oct. 17.—The price of De- 
cember wheat closed to-day wtih an advance 
of exactly 3% cents over yesterday's final 
figures. The bulge was directly attributable 
to the strong foreign market and was ac- 
companied by scenes of excitement seldom 
witnessed on the floor. Corn and oats fol- 
lowed in the wake of wheat, advancing 10 
and %c respectively. Provisions were also 
strong and closed 15@25c higher. 

The semi-excited state of the wheat mar- 
ket as yesterday’s session was coming to a 
close was increased this morning into a 
fairly good specimen of general alarm. That 
fear was well grounded, as it turned out. 
There was not a single bushel to be had 
for less than 1%c advance on yesterday's 
closing price and very little at under 74c, or 
1; higher than it closed at yesterday for 
December delivery. The reason for such a 
sudden and material rise, following the b-g 
jump of the previous day, stuck clear out 
from the official bulletin boards. The for- 
eign markets led in the scramble, just as 
they did on the day before.

BERLIN, Oct. 17.—There is a growing 


the policy of the Government towards 
Turkey. Grumbkow Pasha, the German of- 
ficer in the Turkish serviee, who brought 
to Berlin a letter of thanks and presents 
from the Sultan in return for the Emperor's 
picture sent to Abdul Hamid shortly after 
the massacres at Constantinople, is report- 
ed to have convinced Emperor William 
that Abdul Hamid intends to do his utmost 
to cause order and preserve peace in his do- 
minions. The Emperor was greatly touched 
at receiving the Sultan’s costly present. 

Prince Bismarck received two priceless 
vases from the Sultan, sent him by courier, 
with an autograph letter from Abdul Ham- 
id, thanking the Prince for his sympathy 
during the recent troubles. It is considered 
certain that the German Government will 
continue to support the status quo in Tur- 
key; but the entire Liberal press strong- 
ly condemns ths policy. 

The Vossiche Zeitung, for example, pooh- 
poohs the idea of Turkish reforms and says: 
‘Every province must be put under foreign 
administration. That is the only policy.“

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Archbishop Corri- 
gan called and left his card for Archbishop 
Ireland of St. Paul at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel yesterday. This act of reconciliation on 
the part of the Metropolitan of the arch- 
diocese of New York was accepted as an 
indication of the cessation of hostilities be- 
tween these two powerful and foremost prel- 
ates of the Catholic Church in the United 
States. 5 

It is understood that Cardinal Satolli 
and his successor as Apostolic Delegate, 
Archbishop Martinelli, and Archbishop Rior- 
dan of San Francisco, now in the city, acted 
as peacemakers. Archbishop Ireland was 
not at the hotel when the Archbishop of 
New York, in company with other church 
dignitaries, called to pay his respects. 

Archbishop Ireland declined to be in- 
terviewed. All cards sent to his room were 
returned with the significant message that 
he was busy and could not be seen, 

can not be induced to talk for publi- 
cation on any subjeet,“ said the Archbish- 
op as he left the hotel for a jaunt about 
the city in company with Bishop McGold- 


rick. “As I have no opinion to offer on 
any topic, not even about the weather, I 
must beg to be excused,” and the Arch- 
bishop waved a good-by to a number of 
waiting reporters and sauntered down 
Broadway. 

Rumors concerning the object of the vis- 
it of Archbishop Ireland to this city were, 
of course, plentiful in Catholic circles. On 
one hand it was alleged that he had been 
called here by the papal delegate, Arch- 
bishop Martinelli, to give reasons + 4 his 
recent attack on the Democratic candidate 
for the presidency. : 

Another report was that he was to an- 
swer certain indefinite charges brought 
against him. Again rumor said he was to 
have a conference with Cardinal Satolli 
concerning the deposition of Bishop Keane 
and the selection of his successor. 

Another rumor was to the effect that he 
Was anxious that the true position of the 
liberal party in the Roman Catholic Church 
in the United States would be clearly pre- 
sented to the Propaganda by the late dele- 
gate on his arrival at Rome. 

A number of the Catholic clergymen of 
the cily were visited but they refused to be 
interviewed on the subject. A prominent 
Catholic layman, who is known to be one 
of Archbishop Ireland’s most earnest ad- 
mirers, as well as one of his warmest 
friends. and who took a prominent part in 
— 4 controversy over the school question, 
said: : 

“There is no sense in these rumors. Arch- 
bishop Ireland for several years has visited 
New York about election time. Every one 
will recall his visit at the time of the last 
State election, and his assistance to the Re- 
publican party, which brought out a sharp 
reproof from the late Bishop McQuaid of 
Rochester. 

“The Archbishop is a dyed-in-the-wool 
Republican and has always been outspoken 
in his allegiance to that party. Whether he 
did right or not in criticising Mr. Bryan, 
I do not care to say, but whether he did 
well is very doubtful to my mind. 

That the Pope, personally or through his 
delegate would reprimand him for express- 
ing his private opinion is nonsense. hen 
Archbishop Ireland speaks as a private citi- 
zen his words have no more weight than 
those of the humblest voter in the land, and 
Rome does not concern herself about him 


or his words. I will not say that Rome does 
not take a lively interest in the political dis- 
putes of different countries.“

POLICE HAVE NO LINE ON THE 
GREEK COUNTERFEITERS. 


THOUGHT TO BE AN OLD GANG 


The Street Car “Queer Shovers“ Are 
Thought to Operate a Plant in 
Cheltenham, 


The St Louis police believe there is a 
shrewd gang of counterfeiters operating in 
Cheltenham. They think Stephen Callam, 
the Greek who was caught by Conductor P. 
Howell of the Suburban line, Friday night, 
is one of the gang. There are four others, 
but so far they have managed to elude the 
police and the government detectives who 
are after them 

Callam was caught while trying to pass a 
counterfeit silver dollar. He came out of 
Dolan’s saloon, on Tamm avenue, Chelten- 


nam, and hailed Howell’s car. The con- 


ductor saw at a glance the dollar tendered 


| for fare was counterfeit, and returned it. 
Howell told the man to be seated and he 
, would carry him without fare and turn 
him over to the police. 

| This frightened Callam, and he dashed for 
the rear platform. The car was running 
rapidly, but he jumped, and, turning over 
several times, lay still by the car tracks. 

He was taken aboard, brought to the city 

and turned over to the police. At the 

City Hospital it was found his leg was 
broken. 
| Callam said he was a candymaker and 

Hved at 613 South Sixth street. Detectives 

visited the place and found that half a 
dozen men, Greeks and Italians, lived 
there. The occupants spoke English very 
poorly and declined to assist the police in 
the search. 

The room was thoroughly ransacked, but 
mo counterfeiter’s appliances nor bogus 
money was found. A candy outfit was there, 
but it was a small affair, and the police 
think it is used as a bluff to make it appear 
they have some occupation, 

When Callam was arrested he had two 
counterfeit silver dollars in his pocket be- 
side four dollars in small change. 

The coin is cast from a mold of the 1889 
dollar. It is made of glass and is silver 
coated. It has the weight and is a very fair 
counterfeit. 0 

A gang of counterfeiters has been’ persis- 
tentiy passing bogus silver dollars on the 
conductors of several street car lines in 
various parts of the city for the past month, 

The Suburban line has been worked hard- 
est. Dolan’s saloon is a resort which the 

olice say the counterfeiters have been 

requenting for some time. It is here that 
they have been seen to take the car. In 
each case where the coin was successfully 
passed on the queer conductors the 


shover of the qu would get on at 
Dolan’s. He would fender his dollar and 
say he wanted to get off at the next cor- 
ner, insisting on the conductor hurrying in 
giving the change. 

The Suburban officials laid the matter 
before Chief Desmond, who detailed De- 
tectives Killian, Gallagher and Williams to 
work up the case. The detectives watched 
but were never on a car when one of the 
counterfeiters attempted to shove the spu- 
rious coin, 

Reports continued to come in where con- 
ductors on the Benton division had been 
victimized by the counterfeiters. Detec- 
tive Killian requested Supt. Steele of the 
Suburban to issue an order requiring the 
conductor to hold the first man who at- 
tempted to pass a counterfeit coin. It was 
while complying with this order that the 
capture was made. 

Last summer the United States Secret Ser- 
vice officers raided a gang of Greeks at 519 
Poplar street, who were suspected of coun- 
terfeiting. No outfit was found, but Antoni 
Popus, who had several bogus coins in his 
pockets, and had been detected trying to 
pass them, was arrested. He is now in jail 
awaiting trial. Callam admits he was living 
at 519 Poplar street when the raid was made, 
but says the officers found no evidence 
against him.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The controversy be- 
tween Henry Asquith and Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, the late and present Home 
Secretaries respectively, over the treatment 
of the dynamiters, Daly, Devaney, Galla- 
gher and Whitehead, is daily gaining 
strength against the meeting of Parliament, 
when it is to be raised in the most vigorous 
form. It is to be brought up also at the 
great meeting of the Conservative Associa- 
tions to be had at Richdale next month. 
Mr. Asquith has declared that while he was 
Home Secretary the men were not suffering 
from ill-health. Sir Matthew Ridley, in the 
act of release, declared that their health 


was giving way. Sir Henry Haworth has 
conducted a fierce controversy with the 
Times on the subject, calling — the Home 
Secretary for explanation. he uestion 
seems to be one of facts and dates, for it is 
to be presumed Sir Matthew made nochange 
in the treatment accorded the prisoners at 
Portland Prison. 

In response to a letter on the subject, P. 
Daly wrote the Associated Press as follows: 

„J have seen the statement referred to, 
and so far as I am concerned it is without 
foundation.

WAS DRUNK AND DESPONDENT. 


A Tailor Out of a Job Commits Suicide 
in Cruelly Dramatic 
Style. 


Henry Boehmer called his wife to his bed- 
side yesterday and took her hand in his. 
With his other hand he put a revolver to 
his ‘temple and blew his brains out. 

Boehmer was @ tailer and lived with his 
wife and five children at 3502 North Jef- 
ferson avenue, He had not been steadily 
employed for some time, though he had 
done odd jobs for various firms. 

He was a heavy drinker and after every 
spree would grow despondent. s 

Recently he was unusually morose. 

Friday morning he went to work but came 
home shortly before noon, saying he was 
sick. 

He lay down on the bed in the front room, 
Mrs. Boehmer went in later and asked him 
if he felt better. He said he did, but he did 
not feel just fight. 

He took his wife’s hand as if loath to have 
her leave him. She gently disengaged her 
hand and went to the kitchen to prepare din- 
ner. When she went to call her husband 
to dinner he said he would be unable to go 
to the d4ining-room. 

He summoned his wife to his bedside and 
caught hold of her left hand. He drew his 
other hand from under the cover. 

His wife saw the glint of steel, but before 
she could cry out there was a loud report 
and Boehmer sank back on the pillow, the 
blood streaming from a wound in his right 
temple. 

The children heard the shot and rushed 
into the room. The four girls and a boy 
reached the room just in time to gather 
around the bed and gee their father die. 
The oldest child is less than twelve. 

Mrs. Boehmer said yesterda fternoon: 
“My husband was a good man before his 
mind went wrong. About eight years ago 
he had the typhoid fever and since then he 
was never quite right. He drank a great 
deal and after a drunken spell would always 
act like a cragy man. He had no cause to 
kill himself. He did not make a great deal 
of money, but we were getting along fairly 
well, I can’t tell why he did it.”

DETECTIVES ARE AT WORK. 


A Man With a Grievance Exposes an 
Alleged Gang of Post-Of- 
fice Robbers, 


— 


The police were put in possession yester- 
day of information which tends to make 
them believe that an organized gang of 
post-office robbers and safe-blowers has 
its headquarters in the saloon of E. N. Town, 
at the northwest corner of Eighth and Wal- 
nut streets. 

If the statements made to them by James 
Maloney, who lived in the rooms over the 
saloon for a year, are to be believed, it has 
been the rendezvous for these men for at 
least twelve months, during which time a 
half dozen country post-offices in Illinois 
have been looted. 

The work alleged to have been done by 
them is of a character well known to both 
the St. Louis police and the post-office 
authorities here. It is not characterized by 
any great skill or boldness, as the robbers 
confine themselves to small and unprotected 
offices where their booty is not sufficient to 
warrant great exertion for their capture. 

On Maloney’s statement Chief Desmond 
started two of his men out last night to 
look for a man known as Slim,“ the only 
member of the gang now in the city.

EBD AT JIM LEE’S. 


A SATURDAY NIGHT SPOILED. 


After Being Searched With Great Dif- 
ficulty by Hibernian Policemen 
They Were Released. 


High Chinese society was stirred to its 
depths last night by the rude entrance of 
four detectives into a game of Fan Tan at 
the Chinese club-room and grocery, 18 
South Highth stree, 

Fan tan is a good no limit game, when al- 
lowed to run uninterrupted, but with four 
outsiders from the Police Department, it is 
a dismal failure. 

The haut ton of China down was assembled 
in the store of Wah Hing Lung & Co., 


where Jim Lee runs a high grade game. 
About 9 o’clock the game was hot and 
stacks of money were piled about on the 
tablé peculiar to the game. A row of 
celestial gamblers, three deep, stood deeply 
absorbed in the game, grundng out wassers 
and chattering sharp-cornered comments 
upon the turn of the game. 

Then came in Detectives Kelly, Scully, 
Meaney and Williams. The dealer was 
transformed into a graven image. All the 
players looked as serenely ignorant and 
blank as only Chinese can. The detectives 
said a formula about arresting the whole 
outfit for gambling. 

Leo Pack Jung, the interpreter from 
Washington, translated the flat of the 
officers. Then all the players looked most 
ingenuously surprised. They chattered to 
each other and said ha-ha. They pointed 
at the money, shook their heads and rolled 
up their eyes to show beyond a doubt that 
they were innocent. of all gambling. 

Jung translated the invitation of the offi- 
cers asking the players to take a ride in 
two well equipped hoodlum wagons which 
drew up before the door. They accepted 
gracefully and demurely, while two of the 
detectives gathered up a heap of money and 
stowed it away for transfer to the Police 
Station. 

The Chinamen were packed like sardines 
into two wagons and taken to the Central 
Police Station to be locked up until bond 
could be. furnished. 

As a preliminary to locking up police pris- 
oners, it ts the custom and in fact the rule, 
to search them before taking them back to 
the holdover. 

It is worth the price of admission to see 
a Hibernian policeman trying to search a 
Chinaman. he Chinaman is meek and 
yielding to a degree, but his six or eight 
overshirts and as many undershirts with 
pockets almost anywhere on the inside, are 
a puzzle the ordinary policeman cannot 
solve. He goes exploring up a sleeve and 
finds pipes and tobacco. He goes up the 
other and finds a box of candied fruit and 
a pack of cards. There is, in fact, no limit 
to the discoveries a patient policeman can 
make on one Chinaman, and hardly a limit 
to the things he will overlook unless he un- 
dresses the prisoner and runs his clothes 
through a wash wringer. 

There were thirty-five of them put through 


money. They all had a plethora of it. They 
also had watches and other trinkets, but 
no arms. Two pistols were found, but they 
were upon Chinamen dressed in modern 
garb with the regulation hip pocket in their 


trousers. 
Bach man ve a name as he was search- 


ck. Then Judge Tom Morris

‘Tbe accompanying reproduction from the New 
York Herald of a section of New York City and 
the Brooklyn Bridge iliustrates the advantage 
that advertisers have taken of the enormous traffic 
between these two great cities. While there are 
ether concerns than the one shown represented, 
the great preponderance of these particular signs 
evidently induced the Herald to give to its read- 
ers a general idea of what the patrons of the 
bridge are confronted with the year round. 

The Brooklyn Bridge, than which, perhaps ex- 
cepting the London Bridge, there is no other 
equally famous the world over, connects the two 
cities from Park row, New York, to Sands street, 
Brooklyn. It is a grand structure and the local 


_ gutborities are making it still more elaborate by 


the addition of imposing entrances in each city. 
Work on the bridge was begun Jan. 2, 1870, 
and the public had the pleasure of watching its 
for thirteen years. It was opened to the 
public May 24, 1883, and from that date to the 
present time has bad an enviable record. 
Considering the service since rendered and the 
fact that the bridge has become a public neces- 
gity, the cost, which startled some people at the 
time of its completion, is not excessive. Fifteen 


millions of dollars cannot exactly be called a bag- 
telle by the majority of the residents of Greater 
New York, but it is not such an enormous sum 
when expended for such a benéfit as the bridge 


bas proven to be. 

The bridge, by the way, is quite a money-maker. 
If you walk over you are not required to pay, but 
that’s as far as your privileges extend. You are 
pot allowed to hang over the outer rails and gase 
at the river below in a pensive manner, and if 
you carry a suspicious looking bundle which might 
contain a diving outfit you are arrested at once 
as an intending imitator of Steve Brodie, the 
bridge jumper, actor, saloon owner and real es- 
tate dealer. 

It you decide to forego the pleasures of the 
promenade and ride in one of the company’s cars 
the privilege will cost you 8 cents. Better pay 
4 nickel and get two tickets. If you are riding 
horseback you must give up 8 cents for your ‘steed.

Then, as civilization progressed, this 
syetem of pure barter Was dis- 
placed by the employment of a common 
medium of exchange, available in all cases 
of selling and buying. Great diversity ex- 
isted among the various tribes and peoples 
in the choice of the particular medium em- 
ployed. In some places skins were used; 
in some, leather; in some, corn; in some, 
cattle. Then came a higher stage of deve- 
lopment, when metals, such as iron, tin, 
lead, and copper, were employed. But now, 
with practical universality, all other ma- 
terials for standard money have given place 
to gold and silver. 


2. Money, as regards its primary func- 
tion, is simply a commodity, selected first 
by custom, and often (but not always) con- 
firmed by law, as an intermediary in trans- 
actions—a something for which, in a civil- 
ized community, any other thing can be 
sold, and with which any other thing 
can be — Fv In other words, a particu- 
jar commodity is selected to perform the 
function of a common measure of value; 
but it is, and remains, a commodity: Gold 
remains gold, silver remains silver, while’ 
they perform this function of money; and 
they remain subject to exactly the same 
laws of exchange as before. A new use 
is i upon the substance; that is all; 
the substance itself is unchanged. 

“3. By the ‘value’ of money, we are to 
understand its ‘exchange value,’ or, in other 
words, its purghdsing power—that is to say, 
the power w the possession of money 
gives “to those who ssess it to go into 
an open market, and obtain, in exchange 
—— thelr money, the things that are on sale 

ere. 


‘4. The metals, gold and silver, like all 
other marketabie commodities, are Hable to 
fluctuations in value; their value being 
controlied, like that of all other commodities, 
by the law of supply and demand. This 
means that if gold and silver are to be had 
in abundance, a smaller quantity of other 
commodities—as, for instance, less corn, 
less hay, less butter—wil] have to be given 
in exchange for a definite quantity of gold 
and silver. On the other hand, if gold and 
silver are not so easily to be had, then, a 
larger quantity of other commodities—more 
corn, for instance, more hay, more butter— 
will have to be parted with, to obtain in 
exchange for them the same quantity of 
those metals. . 

„5. It is now universally admitted in works 
of political economy that any such thing as 
a commodity with absolute stability of value 
is unattainable.’ 

. The most important characteristic of a 
good monetary standard is, that it should 
ao arin comparative stability of value. 

he principal reason why, of the multitude 
of commodities that have been used for 
the material of money at different times,

3 Coinage is only a process of branding 


gold into a sovereign (or a dollar)—adds 
nothing to the value of the piece of metal 
that is coined. 

“9 It is not, however, to be supposed that 
the commodity, gold, or the commodity, sil- 
ver, does not derive a special value from the 
fact of its being constituted a standard 
monetary metal. ‘Law singles out gold or 
silver, or both, to be used as money, and 
gives them special functions which it con- 
fers on no other commodity... In virtue of 
this selection, the demand for these metals 
is greatly increased, and, as they are only 
of limited production, their value is in- 
creased accordingly.’ 


‘10. A sovereign is a minted coin consisting 
of a certain specified weight of gold, of a 
certain specified fineness. 

11. A fluctuation in the value of gold in- 
volves a fluctuation in the value of the 
sovereign. ge 

„This, of course, does not mean that the 
sovereign can ever become worth more or 
less than twenty shillings. That would be 
a contradiction in terms. For ‘a shilling 
means merely the twentieth part of the 
value of a sovereign. 

“When we say, then, that the value of a 
sovereign may fluctuate, what we mean is 
that, as a medium of exchange, the sover- 
eign will sometimes have a greater, some- 
times a lesser, ‘exchange value’ or purchas- 
ing power. 


The reason of the liability to fluctuation 
in the purchasing power of the sovereign is 
plain. When gold rises in value, a large 
quantity of any other commodity—say, of 
corn, of hey, of butter or of cloth—will have 
8 be 8 in exchange for any given quan- 

ty o 
tity contained in a sovereign. On the other 
hand, when gold falls in value, a smaller 
quantity of any other commodity—say, of 
corn, of hay, of butter or of cloth—will suf- 
fice to obtain in exchange for it any given 
quantity of gold, such as that contained in 
a sovereign. 

‘12. It is an obvious inference, that our 
gold coinage, however useful as a medium 
of exchange, does not furnish us with a 
standard of value, fixed and unalterable, It 
does not furnish us, for example, with such 
a standard as the yard is of length, or as the 
pound troy is of weight. 

‘13. The popular notion, then, of the sov- 
ereign, or pound sterling, constituting a 
fixed standard of value, is merely a popular 
delusion. 

“The scle foundation for that delusion 
manifestly is, that, in these countries, the 
values of all commodities are commonly 
stated in terms of the pound sterling, in| 
other words, in pounds, shillings and pence, 
‘a shilling’ meaning the twentieth part of 
a pound, and n the twentieth part 
of that. again. he natural result of this 
method of expressing the values of com- 
modities other than gold, is that, to the su- 
observer, the impression conveyed 

y a rise or fall in prices is that it is the 
value of all other things that changes, the 
value of the sovereign remaining fixed. 

“14. In Great Britain—and the same is 
true of Ireland and many other countries— 
gold being the one standard meta! all prices 
are stated in terms of the sovereign, or 

rts of the sovereign. So that for 
nstance, if, at any time, certain 
quantity of corn ‘sells for 1100 5s. 
10d., this means that this quantity of 
corn represents, in exchange value, 100 
sovere'gns, with the fourth part (5s) of 
the eye 11 n and the sixth part 
10d) of that again.

“Prices stated in terms of a standar gold 
coin, as they are stated in England and 
Ireland in terms of the sovereign, are 
spoken of as ‘gold’ prices. Prices stated in 
terms of a standard silver coin, as they are 
stated in India — 4 the rupee, are 
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gold, such, for example, as the quan- 
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another light—those who have only a defin- 
ite quantity of commodities to part with 
will receive less gold in return for them. In 
other words, there is a fall in ‘gold prices.’ 

“Suppose, on the contrary, that gold is 
abundant in relation to the demand upon 
it. Then those who wish to obtain a certain 
quantity of gold, whether in coin or bullion, 
will not have to give so large a quantity 
of other commodities to obtain the quantity 
of gold they require, or—to put the mat- 
ter, as before, in another light—those who 
have a definite quantity of other com- 
modities to dispose of will obtain more 
gold in return for them. In other words, 
there is a rise in ‘gold prices.’ 

“If, in either case, there is ho change in 
the value of silver, then the prices of com- 
modities, stated in silver—their ‘silver 
prices,’ as the technical phrase is—will re- 
main unchanged. 

“Similarly, of course, the ‘silver price’ of 
things may change, while their ‘gold price’ 
remains unaltered.“

“India, for instance, is a ‘silver’ mono- 
metallic country; the standard there is a 
rupee—a silver coin, which, as I have’ al- 
ready said, may be compared roughly with 
our florin or two-shilling piece. 

“England, on the other hand, ig a ‘gold’ 
monometallic country, the standard coin 
being the sovereign. As to the s.lver coins 
of the English currency, every one knows 
that, though they are current in a limited 
quantity, they are not ‘legal tender’ in pay- 
ment of.debts for any amount beyond 4s. 
The silver coins, then, of the English mint 
are merely what are termed ‘token coins,“ 
the value of the silver in twenty of our 
shilling-pieces being altogether short of 
the value of the gold in a sovereign.”

„Then as to bimetallism?“ 

Answer: 

‘“Rimetallism, as some writers express it, 
is the monetary system in which the two 
precious metals, gold and silver, are taken 
as standards of currency. 

“That, however, is a misleading way of 
putting the case. The word bimetallism 
indeed is an unfortunate one to hawe been 
chosen. It gives prominence to the idea 
of duality, and so leads many half-informed 
people to think that bimetallism, as dis- 
tinct from monometallism, aims at having 
two standards of value, instead’ of one. 

“Now this is not at all the case. In the 
bimetallist system there are not two stand- 
ards of value; there is but one. One of the 
essential requirements of a standard, 
whether of value, or of length, or of weight, 
or of anything else, is that it should be 
one. The word bimetallism, then, as I have 
gag, is in one respect an unfortunate one 
to have been chosen. It gives rise to an 
unhappy notion that the bimetallists favor 
some sort of shifting or alternative system 
of standards. But this is not so. The very 
opposite is the fact. Unity of standard and 
stability of standard—in so far as stabill- 
ty in this matter of a standard of value is 
within the reach of attainment—these are 
the very fundamental points of bimetal- 
lism.” 
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Is not this so also in monometalllsm !“ 
Answer: 

“No. A little further on we shall deal 
with the important point of stability in 
the standard of value.

Nothing of the 
kind. What have we, as the result of the 
present predominance of monometallism in 
so many countries? Simply division and 
confusion.

ject to its own independent fluctuations in 
value. There is nothing to keep the rela- 
tive values of the two at a fixed ratio to 
one another. So, the ‘gold price’ of silver 
or, in other words, the “silver price’ of 
gold, is constantly changing. 

„Take the last nineteen or twenty years, 
for instance. The ‘gold price’ of silver 
per ounce has ranged from 6s 0d. down 
to 3s. 3d. This necessarily has affected the 
relative value of gold and silver coins. 
The Indian rupee, then, which formerly 
counted as a two-shilling piece—10 rupees 
being roughly, the equivalent in value of a 
sovereign—came tumbling down in value 
until, as measured by the sovereign, it was 
worth 1s. 3d. or 18. 4d. 

In other words, a person in India, who, 
for any purpose, had to make a remittance 
of £50 to England, would some years ago 
have found 500 rupees sufficient, but of 
late years he might have had to send 800.“ 
Reporter: 

This is from a fall in the value of sil- 
ver?’ 
Answer: 

“Tt could happen as the result either of a 
fall in the value of silver, or of a rise in 
the value of gold, 

“So far as the facts I have as yet stated 
are concerned, the change in the relative 
values of the sovereign and the rupee may 
have come either from one cause or from 
the other. We shall afterward deal with the 
cause of the change. I am now merely-call- 
ing attention to the fact that, as things 
are, we have, under the denomination of 
so-called monometallism, not one common 
standard of value, but two distinct stand- 
ards—gold, in England, for instance, and 
silver in India—each metal being liable to 
fluctuation in value, and the fluctuations 
in one being ‘wholly independent of the fluc- 
tuations in the other. Plainly there is noth- 
ing in the nature of things to hinder gold 
from fluctuating in value whilst the value of 
silver remains unchanged; nothing to hinder 
silver from fluctuating in value whilst the 
value of gold remains unchanged; and, in 
fine, nothing to hinder both gold and silver 
from fiuctuating in value at the eameé time, 
and fluctuating very notably, and in oppo- 
site directions. 


“This is what we are exposed to in the 
present monometallic system. It in no 
sense results in unity. It results in duality 
and divergence, pure and simple. 

“Now, on the contrary, the aim of the 
bimetallists, instead of being—as is some- 
times incorrectly supposed—to set up 4 
duality of standards, is to bring about a 
common standard of value, as far as pose - 
ble everywhere, in ‘gold’ countries and ‘sil- 
ver’ countries alike. What bimetallists con- 
tend for, in the first place, is that the unity 
which is one of the first requisites in a 
monetary standard has not been attained in 
our present monometallic system. Further- 
ied they contend that it can be brought 
—— ut only by the adoption of the system

In 1865, the same arrangement was adopt- 
ed by the other countries of the oup 
known as the tin Union—Belgium, Swit- 
zerland, Italy and Greece. 

Down to 1873, then, anyone, in any part 
of the world, who had either gold or silver 
bullion to dispose of, could have taken it 
to the mint of any of those countries and 
there made it into coin. 


Here are the three points of the bimet- 
allic system as it was carried out in those 
countries, First, any given quantity of gold 
bullion ‘was elways exchangeable at the 
mints for its weight in gold coins; and any 
given quantity of silver bullion was like- 
wise exchangeable for its weight in silver 
coins. Secondly, the coins given out in re- 
turn for any weight of standard gold bul- 
lion were of 15% times the value of those 
given out in return for the same weight 
of silver bullion. Thirdly, all those —_— 
whether of silver or of gold, were ‘lega 
tender,’ within the country, for the 
charge of all debts, to any amount, 

“It can hardly be necessary to point out 
that when the two metals are thus taken 
into the standard currency, the fixing of a 
ratio of value between them—that is, be- 
tween the mint value of a given weight of 
one and the mint value of the same weight 
= the other—is a matter of absolute neces- 
sity. 


“Except at a fixed ratio of value between 
them, the two metals could not be kept in 
circulation in a-country as money. hat 
iS admitted on all hands. If no check were 
kept upon the tendencies to divergence be- 
tween the respective values of gold and 
silver—the value of each being left to be 
determined merely by the chances of supply 
and demand in the markets of the world— 
commerce would be rendered practically 
impossible. For it would be open to debtors 
to discharge their obligations in one or in 
the other according as one or the other was, 
for the time, proportionately in value. 
That would be utterly subversive of the 
certainty which is an essential basis of all 
commercial transactions.“ 

Reporter: 


“Whilst the French and other mints were 
open for the unlimited. coinage of gold and 
silver, the English mint was not open in the 
same way for the coinage of silver to the 
game extent?’ 

Answer: 


No; nor for many years before 1873. 
England had abandoned bimetallism in 
1816, when Lord’ Liverpool made what 
every bimetallist must consider the de- 
plorable mistake of substitating a gold 
monometallic system for the bimetallic sys- 
tem which had been maintained in Eng- 
land ever since its adoption, on the recom- 
mendation of Sir Isaac Newton, a hundred 
years before, 

“Since then, silver has been coined in En- 
gland in limited guantities only. It is not 
a ‘legal tender’ for sums over 40s,” 
Reporter: 

“What, then are the * disadvan- 
tages of monometallism ?”’ 

Answer: 

“The first and most obvious objection 
against a monometallic system o 
rency is that it leaves the standard of 
value open in the most unguarded way to 
the operation of every influence that tends 
to deprive it of stability. In a monometallic 
system, the standard coin, whether it be of 

old or silver, is necessarily exposed to 
fluctuations in value which may be very 
considerable and may easily lead to most 
serious, and even disastrous, results. 

“We have already seen that the value of 
a standard gold or silver coin is simply the 
value of the metal of which it is composed. 
Now the value of each of the precious met- 
als, as of any other ty, 2 open to 
wide fluctuations.

What- 
ever profits, then, an increas activity of 
trade may have brought to India, these are 
more than absorbed in providing for the 
loss which India has to bear on the remit- 
tances of cash—that is to say, from India’s 
„ to pay more and more rupees for the 
gold she has to send to England and else- 
where, in payment of interest. 

“In the Report. of the Gold and Silver 
Com of 1888,-the extent of the addi- 
tional demand thus made upon the Indian

by the statement that the extra charge re- 
sulting from a fall of even id. in the ex- 
charnge—from the rupee being worth 1s.

Leading 
monometallists have long since found them- 
selves forced to acknowledge that on this 
vital point the bimetallists were right. 

“Here, for instance, is an important pass- 
age from the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission. 

“I take it from that portion of the re- 
port which is signed, unanimously by the 
twelve members of the commission, mono- 
metallists and bimetallists alike. 

“After setting forth a number of figures 
illustrative of the notable unsteadiness of 
the price of silver in recent years—the un- 
steadiness, that is to say, of the gold price 
of silver, or, in other words, the relative 
value of the two metals—the report con- 
tinues as follows: 

The explanation commonly offered of 
those constant variations in the silver mar- 
ket is, that the rise or depression of the 
price of silver depends upon the briskness or 
slackness of the demand, for the purpose 
of remittance to silver-ubing countries, and 
that the price is largely affected by the 
amount of the bills sold from time to time 
| by the Secretary of State for 1 

But these causes were, as far as 
be seen, operating prior to 173, as well as 
subsequent to that date, and yet the silver 
market did not 9 the sensitiyeness to 
those influences, day by day, and month to 
month, which it now does. 8 

These considerations seem to suggest 
the existence of some steadying influence in 
former periods, which has now been re- 
m ved, and which has left the silver market 
subject to the free influence ot causes, the 
full effect of which was previously kept in 
check.’

“First, from 1808 to 1878, whilst the bi- 
metallist arrangements of France were in 
force, the market prices of gold and silver, 
each year, kept so close to the French cur- 
rency value of 15% to 1, that they never 
oscillated so far even as 16 to 1 on the one 
side, or 15 to 1 on the other. 

“But then, in the year 1874, the year 
after the change in the French 
system, the market ratio at once 
rose to over 16 to 1.

“ ‘Gold alone has varied within this cen- 
tury from an annual production of £3,000,000 
to £30,000,000, or ten-fold. But gold and sil- 
ver combined have only varied from about 
10,000, 000 to £40,000,000, or fourfold—hence the 
joint metal forms a more stable mass than 
gold alone.’ 

“Here is where Mr. Smith brings in the 
comparison I have already mentioned—‘It is 
like a kite with a heavy tail to it, which pre- 
vents the kite from swaying to and fro; 
whereas gold alone is a kite without a tail 
which obeys every gust more readily.’ - 

“Stability of value in the monetary stand- 
ard of value is, ot course, of very great Im, 
portante. But the importance of it is some- 
times overlooked. In view of this aspect of 
the .case, some newspaper disquisitions on 
the currency question are amusing.

“In connection with Mr. Giffen’s remark

“Whilst the fullest and most distinct 
warning of all this was given from the 
bimetallist side, it was only with extreme 
difficulty, and not indeed until the bimetal- 
list predictions had been unmistakably veri- 
fied by events, that, with very few excep- 
tions, monometallists could be brought to 
real'ze that any’ mischief was being done. 

‘The classic prediction in this matter is 
that of the French economist, M. Ernest 
Seyd. So far back as 1871, two years be- 
fore the calamitous success of the doc- 
trinaire crusade agaimst the maintenance 
of the bimetallist system as it was then 
in operation in France. M. Seyd used the 
following remarkable words: 

At is a t mistake to suppose that the 
adoption of the gold (stand of value) by 
other States besides England, will be bene- 
ficial.

THE PECULIAR WORKINGS OF 
[TEE MARKET OF LATE. 


NO ABATEMENT TO STRENGTH. 


Foreigners Alarmed Over the Short 
Supplies—Corn and Oats Advance 
—Large Trade in Flour. 


Wheat will make believers of everybody 
in higher prices, if it continues to advance 
as it has. The price has gone above six 
bits“ a bushel, and it shows more strength 
and has a larger following than at any 
time since the advance set in. No one 
-dares remain short except against actual 
holdings of cash wheat. The long interest 
must be something enormous, Both by Am- 
erican and foreign speculators, but that 


fact does not appear to weaken the posi- 
tion. It is estimated that foreigners are 
long some 50,000,000 bushels in the markets 
of this country alone. That amount could 
easily be doubled by the interest of specula- 
tors of the United States, the majority of 
whom, too, are professional traders in the 
speculative ceriters. About the only sellers 
are longs, who wish to realize profits, and 
they generally buy back at an advance the 
wheat they sell out. It is and has been 
one of the most peculiar markets the trade 
has ever dealt with. The market has 
taken millions and millions of bushels of 
long wheat with hardly a stagger, and then 
sailed easily upward in price a cent or 80.

CAUSES OF THE STRINGENCY. 


It Is Laid at the Door of Early Crops, 
Politics and Reduced Bank 
Balances. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The chief deterrent 
to speculative activity this week has been 
the very firm condition of the money mar- 
ket, together with the fears that even 
greater stringency might develop. For the 
time being this has rather superseded even 
politics as the dominant factor in the 


market. 

The greater part of the money borrowed 
on call in the Stock Exchange has been at 
rates varying between 6 and 7 per cent, 
and the higher or lower rates quoted have 
not been s sagen A the real conditions 
of the money marke 

Many — found it somewhat difficult 
to account for the prevailing conditions in 
the money market, in view of the tremen- 
dous amount of gold that has been brought 
into the quentry since the latter part of 
August. They fail to appreciate not only 
the demands that have been made upon the 
New York banks in the meantime, but also 
the extent to which the hoarding of money 
has been and still is going on. 

The early maturity of the crops this year 
started a demand for currency upon the 
banks several weeks sooner than usual, and, 
owing chiefly to the uneasiness throughout 
the country ea from ae Sag sit- 
uation, the banks the in r are not 
returning their funds to New York as they 
usually do at this time. 

In addition, and owing to the same cause, 
the banks in the neighboring country and in 
districts not particularly affected by the 
crop movement, are constantly reducing 
their balances here, and it is generally 
lieved, in fact, that there is at this time 
about the smaHest amount on record to the 
credit of the country banks with their New 
York correspondents. 

In the few cases of loans made for short 
periods, such rates as from 9 to 12 per cent 
are reported. The condition of things in the 
time money market has had a great deal 
to do with the fact that money on call has 
been no firmer than it has been. 

The market for commercial paper is like- 
wise in a rather unusual condition. There 
is R no market for commercial 
paper, the banks having quite generally 
ceased purchases, On the other hand very 
little paper is offered, which might be ex-

The armed forces here referred to were 
Federal forces sent to excute acts of Con- 
gress and the orders of Federal Courts. 

THE POLICY OF JEFFERSON. 

I have not the time to enter upon a gen- 
eral discussion of the principles involved. 
The Constitution of the United States spec- 
ified the conditions under which the Federal 
Government can interfere in cases of domes- 
tic violence in any State. It provides it can 
be done only on the * of the Leg- 
islature or of the State Executive, when the 
Legislature is not in session. Now even if 
it were true, which it is not, that the acts 
of Congress have attempted to enlarge the 
powers of the President in this regard, they 
would be void, because Congress could not, 
under any pretense, invest the President 
with any greater power than it has itself 
under the Constitution. The plank of the 
Republican platform of 1860, which I have 
ust r „ Was intended as a condemnation | 
of the use of the Federal authority in the 
affairs of the States under the fugitive slave 
act of Congress. The old Fedgralist party, 
of which the Republican party was the suc- 
cessor, had always leaned toward concen- 
trating power in the Federal Government, 
but this plank in the Republican platform 
followed the doctrines of Jefferson, who 


said: 

“It is by dividing and subdividing these 
republies from the great national one down 
through all its subordinations, until it ends 
in the administration of every man’s farm 
by himself; by placing under every one 
what his own eye may superintend, that 
all will be done for the best. What has 
destroyed liberty and the rights of man in 
every government which has ever existed 
under the sun? The generalization and 
concentrating all cares and powers into one 
peg’ 7 no matter whether of the autocrats 
of Russia or France, or the aristocrats of a 
Venetian Senate. And I do believe that 
if the Almighty has not decreed that man 
shall never be free (and it is-a blasphemy

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STATE AUTHORITIES IGNORED. 

A let me also repeat that up to this 
‘ime the State and local authorities had 
een completely ignored, the State was not 
iwked to do — 2 or to assist in any 
manher, although it was not only able to en- 
ilrely control the situation, but stood ready 
o do it. The special counsel for the Gov- 
ernment was also the representative of the 
railroads, and assistance from the State 
was not wanted, but every step was taken 
to establish a new precedent that might be 
used in the future; that is, to apply only to 
ie Federal Government so that the corpor- 
ations might at any time in the future be 
able to get Federal troops at pleasure and 
iso that the precedent might be established 
of authorizing the President to interfere at 
pleasure in any community, because if in- 
terstate commerce is to embrace any car or 
ny article of merchandise intended to be 
shipped out of the State, then there is 
scarcely a neighborhood in America but 
what some pretext could be found for send- 
ing Federal troops into it. 

At about 6 o’clock on the evening of July 
id, about the time the United States troops 
were entering Chicago, the managers of the 
different railroads again met and reported in 
substance that the business was going on 
with very little interruption. Gov. Altgeld 
quoted at large from the reports, all of the 
game tenor. 

On the 6th of July, when the riots occur- 
red, the Mayor of Chicago, Gov. Altgeld 
said, had called on him for troops, the sug- 
gestion having come from the Governor 

imself. By night he had 5,000 troops in 
Chicago, though some of them had to be 
tran ted about 150 miles.

Meantime, the 
United States Marshal at Chicago, without 
asking for help, had sworn in 4,000 deputy

FEDERAL TROOPS USELESS. 

Speaking of the work of the Federal 
tre “h'-ago, it will be seen by the

‘Gen. Miles was in command and his 
headquarters seemed to be, for a number 
of days, a regular newspaper bureau, and 
there was an apparent effort on the part 
of some people to make an impression 
throughout the East that civil war was 
in Chicago, and the General and 
ident Cleveland vied with each other 
in claiming the credit of suppressing that 
War. Cleveland, whose mud star had been 
rapidly sinking, hoped to win glory enough 
to insure his re-election, and it is reported 
that a coldness has grown up between 
these gentlemen because they could not 
geree upon a division of the honors. The 
t is that up to the time the State troops

©hicago alone did all of any value that was 
3 to maintain law and order, and, 80 
} as I have been able to learn, every 
ficer of the force did his duty. prompt- 
and t ughly, and it is a matter of 
ee aggre ey to every patriotic citizen of 
mois that it was the State troops and 
the local civil authorities that restored 
Jaw and-order in that city.

all power at the Federal capital has become 
a menace to the reserved rights of the 
States, that strikes at the very roots of 
our government, under the Constitution as 
framed by the fathers of the republic.“ 
These are the fundamental principles. The 
laws of each community embrace not only 


States as well, and if miltiary aid is needed 

to enforce them, it should be furnished by 

the State in which the necessity exists. 
AL GOVERNMENT 
FOUNDATION OF FREEDOM. 

The act of the President was an en- 
tirely new departure in the history of our 
Government, and Judge Cooley, a great 
constitutional writer of the country, in 
complimenting the President upon having 
taken this step, speaks of it as a great 
step taken in constitutional construction, 
and is thankful that it cost so little blood- 
shed, thus practically stating that this 
new departure was a violation of the Con- 
stitution as it had been understood for a 
century. 

The old doctrine of State rights is in 
no way involved. Nobody for a moment 
questions the supremacy of the Union. But 
it does involve the question whether, in 
connection with Federal supremacy, there 
does not go hand in hand the principle of 
local self-government. These two princi- 
ples, i. e., Federal Union and local self- 
government, have for a century been re- 
garded as the foundation upon which the 
glory of our whole governmental fabric 
rests. One is just as sacred, just as in- 
violable, just as important as the other. 
Without Federal union there must follow 
anarchy, and without local self-government 
there must follow despotism. Both are 
destructive, not only of the liberties, but 
of the higher aspirations and possibilities 
of a people. The great civil war settled 
that we should not have anarchy. 

It remains to be settled whether we shall 
be destroyed 25 despotism. If the President 
can, at his pleasure, in the first instance, 
send troops into any city, town or hamlet 
in the country, or into any number of cities, 
towns or hamlets in the country 
whenever and wherever he pleases 
(as is now contended he can) 
under the pretense of enforcing some act 
of Congress, his judgment, which means his 
pleasure, being the sole criterion, then 
there can be no difference whatever in this 
eer te between the powers of the President 
and those of Emperor Willidm or of the 
Czar of Russia. Neither of these poten- 
tates ever claimed anything more. 

The question is whether the local and 
State authorities should not be first called 
to enforce the law and maintain order, us- 
ing for that purpose such local agencies 
and forces as the law has created, or wheth- 
er he can ignore all these and bring a for- 
eign force and station it in any community 
at pleasure. In this respect Federal civil 
officers and the Federal army do not stand 
on the same footing. The Federal civil offi- 
cers always have acted directly in the mat- 
ter within their jurisdiction, but the Amer- 
ican people, as all other free and intelligent 
people, are jealous of a central military 
power, hence great precautions have been 
taken to limit the use of such power, and 
these limitations have always been recog- 
nized in this country, and were recognized 
by the Attorney General as late as June 16, 
1894. Again, the Constitution rovides 
that the military shall be subordinate to 
civil authorities, and in all cases where 
State troops are\ordered out they are sub- 
ject to the control of the local civil au- 
thorities, and act under their direction, but 
the Federal troops ordered to Chicago in 
1894 did not act under any civil officer, 
whether Federal or State. They did not 
act under the United States Marshal, but 
directly under orders from military head- 
quarters at Washington, and were subject 
to those orders only. So far as they acted 
at all, it was military government. 

GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION. 

The immortal Jefferson, after having writ- 
ten the Declaration of Independence 
helped to launch the new republic, watched 
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no need of an injunction. When the law 
is violated provision has been made for 
punishment, and if if is found at any time 
to be inadequate it can always be remedied 
by legislation. But by this injunction the 
judge can forbid anything which whim, 
prejudice or caprice may suggest, and his 
order is law and must stand until it is re- 
versed by a superior authority, and this 
may take months and even years, and 
when any individual disregards this in- 
junction he is arrested by the United States 
marshal .and dragged to the point where 
the court is held, sometimes a distance of 
a hundred or a hundred and fifty miles, 
away from his friends, on a charge, not of 
committing a crime, not of violating the 
law, but on a charge of being guilty of 
contempt of court, that is, of having dis- 
regarded the judge’s injunction, and he is 
as guaranteed by the 
Constitution and laws of the land, not 
according to the forms of law even, but 
he is tried by the same judge whose dignity 
he is charged with having offended, ani 
then he is sent to prison indefinitely. Had 
he committed a murder or a heinous crime, 
had he violated the law in a flagrant man- 
ner, he would have been entitled to be tried 
by a jury, according to the forms of law, 
and in the county where the offense 
was committed and where he could produce 
his witnesses, but not so when he is guilty 
of showing a want of respect for the order 
of a judge which was made outside of the 
law, and in violation of the Constitution. 

When the Sultan of Turkey or the Czar 
of Russia issues a ukase forbidding some- 
thing that the law had not forbidden he at 
least leaves the task of trying those who are 
charged with disregarding this ukase to 
some other individual. Common decency 
and common justice would suggest such a 
course, but in our country a Federal Judge 
assumes to do things which would be dis- 
countenanced even in Russia or Turkey. 
Several years ago it was charged that the 
management of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way had robbed that road of about sixty 
million dollars, and after this charge was 
made the same managers went before Judge 
Jenkins, of the United States Court at Mil- 
waukee, and got him to appoint their friend, 
Mr. Henry C. Payne of Milwaukee, and two 
other friends, as receivers of the road, and 
instead of trying to collect back the sums 
that were charged to have been wrongfully 
taken from the road the first thing that Mr. 
Payne did was to reduce the wages of the 
men who worked on the road, and did it 
without notice to the men, and then he, to- 

ether with his attorney, Mr. Spooner of 

isconsin, went before this same Judge 
Jenkins and he got that Judge to issue an 
injunction forbidding the men from quitting 
the employment of the road. This also was 
issued without notice to the men. If any 
man quit the employment of the road while 
that injunction was in force he was panty 
of contempt of court, liable to be tried, not 
by a jury, but by the Judge who issued the 
injunction himself, and sent to prison in- 
definitely. A somewhat similar order to this 
had been made some time previous by a Fed- 
eral Judge at Toledo, O. 

Judge Ross of California issued an in- 
junction compelling the employes of a rail- 
road to go to work. Think of a judge legis- 
lating that way. When an individual has 
an employe who won't work he discharges 
him, but this judge ordered railroad em- 
ployes sent to jail if they did not go to 
work. He undertook to run a railroad and 
ust sat down and made law to suit him. 
tre iegisla ted. judged and executed. The 
constitution, the law, trial by jury, and the 
rights of the citizen were all brushed aside 

this Federal — 

uring. the rail strike of 1894 Judges 
Wood and Grosscup, in the United States 
Court at Chicago, issued a number of these 
injunctions which, in so far as they forbade 
what the law did not forbid, amounted to 
new legislation. After they were issued 
the farce 'was enacted of having an weg 
attempt to read them to a mob, which. 
under the circumstances, could neither hear 
nor understand them, and the United States 
Marshal at Chicago swore in 4,402 deputy 
marshals for the purpose of enforcing 
these injunctions. Some of these injunc- 
tions were obtained as early as June and 
June 3, a number of days ahead of any 
trouble, yet as a preventive they were 
total failures and accomplished nothing. 
The trouble kept spreading and growing 
just as if there had been no injunctions.

But after thus purging himself 
he could not be tried for contempt by the 
vee judge whose dignity he was gy te 
with having offended. In other words, when 
a man denied his guilt he could not be 
sentenced to prison without a trial by jury.

The citizen is robbed of à trial by 
jury, and he is tried by the judge for whom 
he is alleged to have shown a want of re- 
spect and is sent to prison indefinitely. 

It was the extraordinary action of a few 
judges that called the attention of the 
American people to the.possibilities and to 
the extremely dangerous character of this 
system, and which makes law-abiding and 
patriotic men feel that if not checked it 
must destroy free institutions. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Chicago platform denounces the pe- 
culiar conduet of the Supreme Court in the 
income tax case. 

The platform declares that the income tax 
law had been passed in strict pursuance of 
the uniform decistons of that court for near- 
ly one hundred years; that the court had in 
the last decision sustained objections to that 
law which had previously been-overruled by 
the same court, and the platform therefore 
in substance declares in favor of securing 
the reversal of that decision if possible and 
of having Congress do all in its power to 
equalize the burdens of taxation so that 
wealth may bear its due proportion of the 
expense of government. 

This criticism of the Supreme Court 18 
denounced as subversive of order and de- 
structive of the respect that is due that 
tribunal. Astonishing as it may appear, 
men formerly connected with the Demo- 
cratic party and men connected with the 
Republican party insist that courts are of 
a sacred character and above the reach of 
critic‘sm.’ 3 

My friends, I give way to no man in ad- 
miration for American institutions. My life 
has been spent in trying to protect the flag 
of my country and trying to advance the 
educational institutions of the country, and 
as an officer of the court serving in the 
capacity of prosecutor and. for five 4 ecphe as 
Judge cf the Superior Court of Chicago, 
and after this experience at the bar and 
on the bench, I say to my countrymen that 
there cannot be in a republic any institution 
exempt from criticism, and that when an 
institute is permitted to assume that attl- 
tude it will destroy republican govern- 
ment. The judicial branch of the govern- 
ment is just as much subject to the criti- 
cism of the American people as the legis- 
lative or executive branches, and it needs 
this criticism more than does either of the 
other two branches, because by reason of 
frequent changes the people can make their 
will felt in the legislative and executive 
offices, but as the Federal Judges are not 
appointed by the people and are not re- 
sponsible to them, and for all practical pur. 
poses cannot be re except by the moral 
sentiment and sense of justice created in 
the public mind by free criticism. 

The judges of our Federal Courts are as 
honest as other men and no more so. They 
have the same passions and prejudices that 


other men have, and are just as liable to].

He accepted the doc- 
trine of Mr. Jefferson and eted upon it 


under his official Oath in vetoing a charter 


for the national bank, and I would remind 
the Republicans who are making this crit- 
icism of the attitude of Lincoln toward the 
Supreme Court when discussing the Dred 
Scott decision in the Lincoln and Douglas 
debate when in referring to that decision 
he said: “We do oppose that decision as 
a political rule ich shall be binding on 
a voter to vote for nobody who thinks it 
wrong; which shall be binding on the mem- 
bers of Congress or the dent to favor 
no measure that does not actually concur 
with the principles of that decision. We 
do not pro to be bound by it a po- 
litical rule in that way. Judge aglas 
would make that decision a rule of political 
action for the people and all of the depart- 
ments of the government. I. would not.
